The "of- 
fice" proved to be the headquarters 
ot Chaplain John De Valles, a 
Knights of (;oiumbus volunteer 
priest, wiiini'r of the Croix de 
Guerre, who before thp war was 
rector of a (mufch ftfeJ wfc l tf edford , 
Mass. Qult^ «eoeufl^^° mnhev De 
Valles was offered a '%j9fl&csi)(slon by 
the United SUbea GiaveriMseBt as a 
reward for his bii!«|My^;3Kt to the 
boys of his outftt 1i«'».ltill plain 
"Father John," carrying out the 
lolnt work of a chaplain and a 
Knights of Columbus secretary. It 
happoneii that i!io.st of the boys In 
tho regiment Father De Valles is 
attached to hall from the New Eng- 
land States, and It can bo said, 
Without betraying any military 
secrets, that they are part and par- 
cel of the famous Twenty-sixth, or 
Ytaks Division, which has ba«a 
cited by Gen. Perahiag on several 
occasions. Father Die valles' office 
is about as busy a place as can 
be found In the area of that divis- 
ion. He answers questions of 
every descrlptiou that the boys hurl 
at him and tries to settle some of 
the many problems the lads In 
khaki have. If a boy gets a letter 
from home staitng that no allot- 
menu have been received from hln) 
for a few months It is to Father 
De Valles he goes with that letter, 
and the volunteer ehaplaia does his 
beat to help him oat. 

"Say, I've doae everythlag In this 
outfit from tdiavlng enea to umpir- 
ing ball games and refereeing box- 
ing bouts for them," said Father 
He Valles to a new chaplain from 
the United States who had Just 
been assigned to that regiment. 
Father De Valles didn't add that 
he had also gone over the top with 
the doughboys on nearly every raid 
they had made, and that he had 
been awardea the Croix De Gnerre 
and tho D. 0. C. for bravery. 
Neither did he show the citation in 
which Is mentioned the fact that 
"In spite of a heavy barrage fire 
Father De Valles ministered to the 
wounded on the battlefield and by 
his courage set an inspiring ex- 
ample to the men of the regiment." 
Nor did Father Do Valles tell of 
the work be did In the early days 
of the war before the Knights of 
Columbus had secretaries to send to 
that division in supplying the boys 
with the stationery and cigarettes 
that the K. of C. sent to him for 
distribution. 

The boya of Father De Valles' 
regiment tell a story of how he or- 
ganized a minstrel troupe, equip- 
ping bis men with Instruments 
taken from captured Boches. A 
baby grand piano was found in a 
Gennan officer's dugout, and In- 
stead of finding Its way to the 
salvage officer It secured a per- 
manent berth with the regiment 
after Father De Valles had his or- 
derly, who was a piano tuner in 
civil life, put it in shape. That 
piano now provides the melody for 
the regiment, and it travels on a 
supply truck whenever the outfit 
moves. No matter what part of 
th" front the regiment Is In Father 
Do Valles manages to give the sac- 
raments and to have masses.

Our spirit 
must now call us to show that not 
the roar of cannon, nor tho blood 
of our people alone directs our 
activities, but that a great people 
will continue io respond greatly and 
freely to its obligation and opportu- 
nity to serve."

For Mine time past It haa been 
«Tldent that the p&roeUal sabool 
would be made tha tarsat tor op- 
poaition In the preaa and la tha 

Btate Legislatures. The Areh- 
bishop of St. Louis, the Most Rev. 
John J. Glennon, recently fltated 
that new danKt>rs throatenod these 
schools, and in bomh' of the .States, 
for instance in Florida, adverse 
legislation is now being advocated. 
It has even been urged la Washing- 
ton that tlia aatlta ijratem of ada- 
oation in the United States be na- 
tionalised, thus proving anew the 
contention that the desire for cen- 
tralization and control of education, 
which naturally must work out to 
the detriment of private and 
parochial schools, is alive and act- 
ive, and has not been crowded Into 
the background by the big Issues of 
the war and Iti flOBOoiaitaBt 
problems. 

As a matter of fact even the war 
issues have been used by un- 
scrupulous persons to serve their 
ulterior alms. Catholics schools, 
especially those in which instruction 
Is given in foreign languages, have 
t>een termed un-American, although 
no proof has been advanced to sup- 
port Burh an accusation, which in- 
deed it would be impossible to 
prove. Yet not ouiy under the 
above mentioned pretext but also on 
ficiii l al principles efforts have been 
made to eliminate, absorb or render 
useless the parochial schoola whioh 
are the fruit of the toll aad aaert- 
flcea of countless sturdy American 
parents. In the State of California 
efforts detrimental to the parochial 
schools have matured to a point 
where they can no longer be lightly 
considened. According to the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor of recent date, 
■quoting a special from its Pacific 
Coast bureau, "Important recom- 
mendations looking toward the re- 
organization of educational forms 
and functions in California along 
new and radical lines are made in a 
report to the State Board of Bdaca- 
tion by a aubeommittee on achool 
administration, this sub-committee 
being part of a committee on the 
reorganization of the public school 
system of the State. The report In 
question was written by Alexis F. 
Langp, professor of education and 
director of the school of education 
of the University of Oaliforaia. The 
committee reaches the conclusion 
that the constitntioa ahoold provide 
for one unified system of State edn- 
eatlon, embodyii^ la .^eflalte oat- 
ttne an adequate plan of adminia- 
tration which shonld embrace a 
etate Department of Bdneation, and 
a honpartlBan State Board of Edu- 
cation with a provision directing 
this body to appoint a State Oom- 
nilsBloner of Education as the chief 
admlnl.itrAtlve officer of the State 
Departni' I t of Bducation, and a 
County board of Bdueatioa for each 
county in the State." 

"Among those vbaaes of yoUle 
•etaool edaeatlon that, in the opla- 
toa of thia oommittee. should be 
made a mattar of eonstltntional pro- 
vision, is the question of com- 
pulsory education, the report taking 
the ground that the constitution 
should specifically fix the minimum 
duration of education, whether car- 
ried on by public or private agen- 
cies. In this respect and to this 
extent, if the provisions of this i*> 
port are earrled ont, the praetleaa 
aad polieiea of private aad 
parochial schools will be under the 
eoatrol and direction of the State." 

Our parochial schools seek to 
conform to the standards of hours 
and of training set by the State, 
and are ever eager to meet the 
highest demands properly set for 
(hem to accomplish. But the Cali- 
fornia plan demands more than 
this, as is apparent from the tinea 
quoted. But if there be any doubt 
Its to this eonteatiOB, the report 
qooted quickly sets . that doubt 
Uide. We read further: "The 
powers of this State Board of Edu- 
cation 1W>1>M, according to the plans 
of this committee, be very broad. 
As the powers and duties of thia 
board are gpecifically set forth la 
the report the board shall: 

"Appoint its ovn admialftvfett** 
officers and other agents. 

"Keep Itaelf aad the vaople of 
the State informed eonoeraing the 
operation of the educational sys- 
tem established by law. 

"See that the educational laws of 
the State are complied with. 

"Have power to make rules and 
regulations not IncouBlstent with 
law for tha maintenance aad pro- 
rootioa of wholaaoma aebool qendl* 
tlons. 

"Have power to reto raqnlra- 
ments for admission to edneatloaal 
iBStltatloas aopportad wboUy or la 
part by the State. 

•^aTa eoadnslTa eoatrol of tat 
eertlflcatloa of teaehera tbroaghovt 
the SUte. . ^. ^ 

"Hare tha power and discharge 
the duty of pnvoilag aeeded or 
desirable cbaagto la oduoatloul 
legislation. 

"Perform such additional duties 
as may from time to time toe • 
signed by the Legislature." 

Further information Is glTWi la 
the Monitor regardlac the plaa pro- 
posed in California ; bat point six 
Is sufficiently plain to eoavlnce 
even the skeptic of the avpreachlng 
crisis. It Is imperative that In 
other States as well as CriUfornla 
Catholics guard the Interests of the 
schools aga!n!it aggression. The 
fendencv to centrallee and control 
education by the State Is not a 
healthy tendency.
